The hills are now In the hands of 
the proper committees of congress 
but are exported to in* reported on 
very soon. 
It is set forth In Hit* com 
municatlon (hut there never was t 
time in the history of the labor move 
meat when it was so difficult to hav' 
labor legislation enacted or when more 
obstacles were placed In the way of 
such luws. 
Opposition Is encountered 
from the representatives of manufac 
turers* associations, citizens’ alliances, 
so-called ” Parry organizations* and 
individual manufacturers. 
For this 
reason It is urged that the front pre­ 
sented by the workers should be of n 
most formidable character, and that 
not a congressman or United Bt ates 
enator shall fail to be reminded that 
he Is expected to support tho leglsiu- 


pointed. 
A vast amount of good work 
has been accomplished bv the council 
during the past year, and the pros 
poets for the future in the labor world 
In Rant Liverpool are most promising.

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THE RICCE8T SEWER 
IN THIS VICINITY 


A Great F*iece of W ork at Rock Springs 
Park For the Artificial 
Lake. 
The mam moth big sewer which will 
play a prominent part in fitting out 
the artificial lake being built at R ock 
Springs was completed this week, and 
the center was taken out this morn­ 
ing. 
The sewer is one of the largest and 
most perfect from a mechanical stand 
point ever constructed in this part of 
the country. Contractor Ed. Cook has 
been at w*ork upon it for weeks, and 
deserves great credit for the success­ 
ful outcome. 
T he waterway starts -it 
a point far up the hollow above tin* 
intake for the lake. 
For 500 feet tile 
sewer is open and this portion has not 
yet been started. 
At a point where the **fake proper 
starts ju st opposite the island, tho 
arch sewer, six feet higli and five feet 
across, was started, and lias been com­ 
pleted for a distance of 700 feet almost 
directly north. 
The arcli sewer ends 
at the south wall of the theatre build­ 
ing, and from there north the w ater 
way is open and is 90 feet in length 
The open sewer is five feet high and 
seven feet across, and will hold the 
heaviest body of water that could pos­ 
sibly be turned into it. 
When the sewer was started Con 
tractor Cook excavated a good wide 
foundation, and under tile brick work 
for the entire length of the sewer is a 
concrete foundation 17 inches thick 
and three feet wide. During the storm 
last week some apprehension was felt 
for the safety of the new work, but 
it withstood the strain without mov­ 
ing a brick. 
The work a t the lake is progressin 
rapidly, considering the weather, and 
Foreman Jam es Flood has the taal- 
well in hand. 
It has been the aim of 
those having the work dune to make 
everything absolutely safe, and this 
rule will he observed until the very 
end.
